Todo him wanton rites, which coſt them woe. 
Yet thence his luſtful Orgies he enlarg'd 

Even to that Hill of ſcandal, by the Grove 

Of Moloch homicide, luſt hard by hate; 

Till good Joſiah drove them thence to Hell. 
With theſe came they, who from the bordring flood 
Of old Euphrates to the Brook that parts 

Eeypt from Syrian ground, had general Names

When he who moſt excells in fact of Arms, 
In what he counſels and in what excels 
Miſtruſtful, grounds his courage on deſpair 
MAnd utter diſſolution, as the ſcope

irſt, what Revenge ? the Towrs of Heav'n are fill'd 
ith Armed watch, that render all acceſs 
Impregnable ; oft on the bordering Deep 
Encamp thir Legions, or with obſcure wing 
Scout farr and wide into the Realm of night, 
Scorning ſurprize.
